_ Plague has persisted in Alexandria each 
year since 1899, when tho first cases were 
digcovered here. It is the only town in which 
a system of drainage exists, and many of the 
drains are in a very dilapidated condition and 
infested with rats;‘thie may be one of the 
reasons which account for the persistebee of 
the disease. at Alexandria, as from the ex- 
perience.gained by the department they find 
that the infected rat is the cause of the dissase
